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IMPROVEMENTS AT SUN BRIAR COURT FIVE HUNDRED HORSES AT LEXJNGTON 



New Kodern Indoor Training Stable Among Latest 
Additions to W. S. Kilmer’s Establishment. 

Biiighanitoii. X. Y'., Seoteinher 4. — On the same 
day tliat Siiii Briar won the IXdaware Handicap at 
Saratoga, rtiiiniiig Hie mile in a new Anieri- 

<*an reeoni, th<‘ last work was done in eonipleting 
W. S. Kilmer’s new, modern, indoor training stable 
at Sun Briar Court. Binghamton. 

Tlie completion «if tliis massive, areliltocturally 
imiMising. absolutely fireproiif tr.iining stable equips 
Mr. Kilmer’s thonmghbred stock farm with sni»erior 
and abundantly spacious indoor training quarters. 

The new building, which is built of fireproof tile 
on a concrete foundation and cost more than $100,- 
000. covers more than one and one-lialf acres of 
ground space, which includes the site of the old 
wooden stables along Riverside Drive. 

Tlie new tRiining quarters are put in use, too, 
at a time when tlie federal government and the 
state government are giving belateil but emphatic 
and desi-rveil recognition to the incalculably valu- 
able war-time work tliat has been done and is 
being awomplislied by leading gentlemen breeders of 
fla- thoroughbred horse in this I'ouiitry. 

Tlie new building makes Sun Briar Court mori* 
than ever a sliow pla«-e of <-om|Mdliiig attraetious 
not onl.v to Biiigbamtou people but to liurse-men 
and tourists from all parts of tiie world. 

’rhe massiveness of the new staide may Ik- better 
underslisid. iierhaiis. when it is known that the ex- 
terior building encloses a covered oval riding ring 
one-fourth of a mile in eireumfetenee. This ring 
extends around the inside walls of tlie building. 
Inside the interior walls of this riding ring is an 
(qien space of sizeable area. Within this space 
is erected another building, entirely separate, wliicli 
contains stalls for broodmares. These stalls for 
briKidluares are built on entirely new lines and are 
modemly heated by steam from a plant installed 
underneatli. Tla-y are lighted electrically and 
equipped with new devices for sanitation and venti- 
lation and day lighting. The stalls are large 
enough to provide plenty of exercise for tlie colts 
and fillies, and several improved safety devices 
have lieen installed to reduce the chance of injury 
of foals to the minimum. 

Iinlividiial fireproof stalls for tlie thoroughbreds 
in winter training are built along the outer side of 
the riding ring, at tlie Riverside Drive and western 
fronts of tlie new Iniildiiig. Tiiese stalls are the 
last word in comfort and safety for the liorse aris- 
tiK-rats. 'riiey ’are iierfectly lighted and ventilated 
and the provisions for health and cleanliness are 
pnihably not duidicated in any other breeding es- 
tablislinient. 

Alsive tlie riding ring and tlie stalls for tliorough- 
lireds ill the second story of the new building is 
storage for hay and grain in the vast i|uaiitities re- 
quired by a breeding establislinient that will often 
house two hundred or more of tlie best liorses in tin- 
world under practically one roof. 

OBSERVATION ROOM NOTABLE NOVELTY. 

One notable novelty of tin- riding ring will lie the 
oliservalioii room, from which the work of the 
horsi-s may in- watelied b.v owner, trainer and sin-c- 
tators. without interference with the work of the 
horses or danger to the spectators. 'J'In- hnildiiig 
also encloses ad«-quate business offices for the Sun 
Itriar Court managers and trainers and quarters for 
jis-keys and grooms wliich are (,-ommodioiis, practical 
and eoiufortable. 

The real obje<-t of the indisir ring is to give a 
phns- for winter exercising. In this ring the thor- 
onglibreds will be conditioned ninl kept in jierfeet 
physical liealth, n-ady to step off into real work at 
tin- early tracks in the spriiig. 

With each year Mr. Kilmer has Ih-cii making re- 
markahlc improvements at Sun Itriar Court, wliieh 
lie has siieeeedi-il in <-onvert ing into a hn-eding 
farm that challenges eomparison with any other 
famous home of thoroiighbre<ls, either in the blue 
grass ri-gion of Kentiieky or in England. 

Two years ago li® out and completed an out- 
door running track, patterned after the best tracks 
of the kind in England. 

Iiiist j-ear he added a straiglitawa.v riiiining track 
fiv^-eighths of a mile long along the hanks of tlie 
Sus«iu(-haima River, which stream runs along the 
sontli side of Sun Briar Court. These tracks give 
Sun Briar Court one mile and a quarter of excel- 
lent track for out of door training. 'The Sun 
Briar Court track resembles the famous Saudowu 
track in England. 

Besides these tliere liave bi-en going on continually 
minor improvements of au agrleiiltural and laiid- 
scajie gardening nalma-. Small swampy areas have 
N-eii drained and reclaimed. Elm trees have been 
planted to provide peniianent sliade in the pasturage 
paddiK'ks, while poplars have been put in to provide 
tempnrar.v sJiadc. 

’There is no lietter pasturage to be found, even 
in the famed bine grass region of Kentucky, than 
at Sun Briar Court. Indeed, blue grass is now 
growing with all its Kentucky luxuriance in the 
Suu Briar Court fields, the result of suecessful 
experiments in seeding and fertilization. 

Additional pasturage for Mr. Kilmer’s horses is 
l>eiug provided at his game preserve and farms at 
Sky laike, near Windsor, where large ai-reages 
:ire Is-ing rapiiHy ri-claimed, draiiit-d, fertilized anil 
made priiilui-t ive. 

Even this year, with this phase of the develop- 
ment of the Sky Like property only in its initial 
stages, more than a score of thoroughbreds are be- 
ing pastured there.

— The monetary feature 
of a well uttendeil day’s meing was provldeil in the 
Mineola Stakes, a $2,000 guaranteed selling event 
for two-year-olds, which went to W, R. Coe’s 
Uncle’s Lissie after a rare exhibition of gameiiess. 
Tlie winner aud Aunt Dinah, tlie runner-up, indulged 
in a quarter mile stretch duel, in wiiieh McAtee 
distinguished himself by his strong hand riding. 
Four of tlie five contestants were in close alignment 
during the greater part of the nice, and third money 
went to Itlairgowrie after Usgood, the heavily sup- 
I)ort»“d favorite, liad tired after miming close to 
the inner rail, where the going is siipiiosetlly slower 
than in tlie mifidle of the track, where tlie thnt? 
placed liorses ran and finished. When the winner 
was offered for sale *Max Hirseh bid her up from 
$1,300 to $2,005, at which figure she was protected 
b.v tminer Kerriek. The withdrawal of Questiou- 
naire and Lion d’Or, among others, robbed tills 
event of some of Its promised attractiveness. 

It was a disastrous day for the talent. Purchase 
being the elosest thing to a favorite to seoit duiing 
the afternoon. 

The Decision, with jockey Loftns in the saddle, 
easil.v accounted for the opening dash, in which 
Defense, first choice in tlie betting, was in close 
pursuit tliroughout, but to uo avail. 

J. Livingston’s English-lmed three-year-old Mose, 
one of the eastern division of tlie western turfman’s 
string, in charge of trainer J. McCormack, gave the 
talent quite a shock in the second race when he ran 
away from the confidently supiKirted favorite 
Grouse, from the Madden bam. Mose displayeil a 
high flight of siieed and easily maintained it to 
the end. 

The Locust Valley Selling Handicap resulted in 
auotlier disapiiointment for the backers of favorites 
when Smart Mom-y was taken into camp by the 
tIirt‘e-year-old W'yoming. Ensor saved the Wilson 
nicer until entering the stretch, where he moved 
into tlic lead aud held Smart Money safe in a fast 
closing drive. 

RHINE MAIDEN’S VICTOHT FOPVLAB. 

Rhine Maiden’s victory in the BrentwiKsl Handi- 
cap. the secondary feature of the afternoon, jiroved 
popular. The favorite. Walnut Hall, was the vic- 
tim of iiiterfereiiee iu the early part of tlie race. 

Tlie closing dash n-sultwi in a si'iisational vi«‘- 
tory for the Brighton Stable’s Purchase, which, 
after ladng outrun to the last eighth, finislied with 
a nmiarkahle liiirst of siieed aiul drew away from 
Ophelia and Lion d’Or at the end. Lion d’Or’s race 
was a ilecidcdly i»oor la-rformance, mucli below his 
true fomi. 

After Purchase’s victory in the last race, trainer 
George Odom said: "His iierforaiance was gratify- 

ing. The big «dt is inipniving fast aud his effort 
today after only two work-outs over the straight 
csiurse prompts me to believe that he may pnive 
troulilesome in the Futurity. He will try for it 
if all g(K*s well with him.” 

'Tlie military were niiu-li in evidence at Belmont 
I’ark toilay seeking slackers who had avoided the 
draft law. Every gate had its quota of soldier* 
watching, and all between tlie ages of 21 and 31 
had to show their registration cards. Thos«> wlio 
failed were lined up outside the fence and mareheii 
to nearb.v stations to explain their failure. All the 
stables were searched, and wliile one or two stable 
boys were witbout cards, the haul from that se«*tiou 
of the track was exceedingly light. Notwithstand- 
ing that something like 3,000 people were seriiti- 
iiized, in all not more than twenty-five were held, 
and they were mostly of foreign birth. Steeplechase 
jockey Smith, wlio roile in Cauada, was among the 
number.

Cecil Raleigh. English joum.-ilist and playwright, 
in his turf reminiscences tells this story: 

The weinlest oracle on record spoke wlien Carac- 
facns was an unknown outsider for the Derby tliat 
lie won.

He In-comes wortliless 
for racing purposes, so this brewer sliips him south 
and the galloiM-r is assigned to liaul beer tlirougli 
the streets. 

“Tliere are many tliorouglibreds now wliich go as 
well under liarness ns under saddle. I know several 
jM-opIe who have family horses tliat were foraierly 
regulars on the running tracks. 

“.\s for a saddle horse, I wouldn’t have anything 
outside of a tliorouglibred. I think they make tlie 
liest saddle horse in tlie world. You say that they 
have a habit of going at full speed. Tliat’s true. 
You buy a thoroughbred and start him in for saddle 
puriKises and you will soon discover that he has car- 
ried the habit be has learned at the barrier with 
liim, but you can easily break liim of that. You 
will discover that the thoroughbred is the keenest 
animal on earth and that he can be easily broken of 
any habit. Of course, he will not show you any 
fancy gaits, but you can depend on him, and that is 
more tlian you can say for the majority of saddle 
horses.”
